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ALCOHOL TEMPORARILY DEMOR- 
ALIZED, 


The local alcohol market has been in 
a very demoralized state the past week 
owing to sharp competition between 
some dealers for city business. Opinions 
differ as to which interest is responsible 
for the cutting in price that has been 
indulged in, but the opinion quite gen- 
erally entertained in the trade is that 
it is owing to a war between three of 
the distilleries that are outside of the 
Trust, though supposed to be working 
in harmony with it, in the new Spirits 
Distilling Association, that was formed 
Feb. 21 for the maintenance of prices 
on a paying basis. The action of dis- 
tillers in inaugurating a war of prices 
is contrary to the agreement above al- 
luded_ to, and it is understood that 


heavy penalties can be levied for any 
violation of it. In due course the present 
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situation will doubtless come before the 
proper board of the association, when 
we shall see just how strong the new 
organization is. Naturally, the Ameri- 
can Distributing Company is protecting 
itself, and is meeting the market which 
now rules here, whenever called upon to 
do so, to hold its trade. All interests, 
however, claim that with corn at 46c. 
per bushel at Peoria, they are losing 
money at present prices. The demand 
for alcohol is not large at this season, 
and the present conditions are not ex- 
pected to prevail for any length of 
time, especially as the Distributing Com- 
has just joined the combination of dis- 
tillers.

CONDITION OF THE GLUE 
INDUSTRY, 


In the general depression of business 
during the past two years the glue 
trade has suffered proportionately with 
other departments of commerce. More 
especially, the chief consuming outlet 
for glue, the wood-working trades, has 
been seriously restricted by the depres- 
sion, but as the glue trade depends for 
prosperity upon manufacturing activ- 
ity, the demand for it has been and still 
is curtailed in many directions. 

At an early period in the epoch of 
“dull times” 
and all grades steadily declined, until 
now the quotations on both foot and 
hide kinds are as low as they have ever 
been in the history of the trade. In 
fact, present figures on gelatines and 
the choicer grades of glue are below 
all precedent. This is partly due, how- 
ever, to the development of the indus- 
try, and partly because improved ex- 
perience, skill and appliances have en- 
abled the well-equipped American fac- 
tories to produce these high grades in 
increasing proportion, and to set up 
serious competition with foreign goods 
of similar grades, which have had here- 
tofore a practicable monopoly of our 
markets. More attention ‘is being given 
by the American producers to the man- 
ufacture of acid-treated bone stock, 
which is the basis of the French glue 
industry. The domestic product in this 
grade now compares favorably with the 
foreign, and thus another gap in the 
line of glue making here is being closed 
up. The improvement of quality is not 
confined to this branch of the industry, 
but is observable in all grades of Amer- 
ican glues. This general improvement 
may be attributed to the fact that the 
serious inroads made by foreign com- 
petition have been an incentive to the 
home manufacturers to make every 
possible advance in processes and qual- 
ity. Still a great deal of the gain is 
undoubtedly due to the energy and abil- 
ity which is increasingly manifest 
among the glue makers of this country. 

There has been much improvement in 
bone liquor glues, which, while of low 
grade, require skillful treatment, 
to secure a reasonable degree - of 
sweetness and working qualities. The 
United States being a great meat con- 
suming and exporting country, the raw 
material from which glue is made is 
drawn largely from slaughter houses 
and tanneries. The output of glue 
stock from these sources is said to be 
larger in proportion to the population 


prices for glues receded, 


than in any other country, and in- 
creases steadily. More care is observed 
with each succeeding year in the 
saving and treatment of this stock, 
and it is a reasonable conclusion 
that there is in this country a 
sufficient supply of material at 


hand to supply all domestic require- 
ments for gelatine and glue, and leave 
a surplus for export. In addition to 
this, glue stock is free of duty—a mani- 
fest advantage to the manufacturer 
when prices for the domestic material 
are unduly advanced. There is already 
@a@ movement toward the seeking of 
foreign markets for American glue, and 
while it is too early to predict results, 
the promoters of the enterprise claim 
that their experience has so far been 
satisfactory, 


The tendency is to concentrate the 
industry in large factories, and there 
has consequently been a decrease in 
the number of small producers, While 
there will always be a field for the 
small factories which make specialties, 
or posesss some peculiar advantage, 


a 


either in the character of glue stock, 
water or special skill, yet it is claimed 
prices for the ordinary and general 
glue product are such that the latter 
can only be produced profitably under 
the best possible conditions, in which 
large plant and the use of every econ- 
omy are of paramount importance. 

Of late there has been a marked ad- 
vance in prices on all animal products, 
as a result, it is said, of a scarcity of 
cattle. This is already affecting the 
market value of glue stock, and hence 
the trade is confident that a further 
decline in prices for glue is unlikely. 
In fact, many are looking for a sub- 
stantial advance. Taking into consid- 
eration general conditions, the glue in- 
dustry of this country may be regarded 
as in a wholesome and developing con- 
dition, giving much promise for the 
future.

THE POSITION OF GAMBIER. . 


The consuming demand for gambier 
has been a surprise to many in the 
trade, because of the size it has as- 
sumed and the pertinacity with which 
it holds on in the face of a slowly but 
steadily advancing market. For some 
weeks past the market has been under 
manipulation, bearish influences being 
exerted until the arrival of the Forland 
on March 6 with nearly 20,000 bales, 
the largest single shipment ever made 
to this market from Singapore. A large 
short interest was developed in this 
market during the time this vessel was 
in transit, with the result that prices 
eventually became much firmer, and, 
upon the arrival of the Forland, it be- 
ing found that her cargo was in the 
hands of strong holders—that is, the 
part not deliverable to consumers—the 
market developed greater strength, and 
since that time the tendency of prices 
has been upward. In the mean time the 
demand from consumers has been ac- 
tive, and, in fact, much larger than 
was anticipated in view of the general 
commercial depression. To this fact, as 
well as the advance in the price of sil- 
ver, is due the strong tone of the mar- 
ket at present writing. Statistically, 
the article is in even better shape than 
it was a month ago. On March 1 the 
spot stock in New York and Boston was 
7,400 bales, and while at the beginning 
of the present month the available sup- 
ply at these ports was over 3,800 bales 
more than this, the actual stock in sight 
was less at the latter date by 4,400 
bales. 

The visible supply for four months on 
March 1 was 34,000 bales, not including 
possible shipments by steamer. At this 
date there are in sight 20,596 bales, in 
transit or loading, including the invoice 
of 10,000 bales due on the A. J. Fuller 
about the middle of July.

THE PETROLEUM FIELDS IN 
MARCH, 


The report of operations in the va- 
rious petroleum producing fields dur- 
ing the month of March, which has 
been anticipated with an unusual de- 
gree of interest, shows some radical 
changes in the situation, though an 
increase in new work under way, in 
production and in the proportion of 
dry holes was looked for. In the 
Pennsylvania fields the increase in new 
work was not so large as was expected, 
but the Ohio and Indiana field's showed 
that the search for oil had been fully 
as active as the more favorable con- 
ditions warranted. The result of drill- 
ing aperations in the Pennsylvania 
fields has been disappointing to the 
drillers, although an increase in new 
production is reported, but not near so 
large as the greater number of wells 
completed should have shown. This 
was due to the large proportion of fail- 
ures and the absence of producing 
wells of large capacity, the wells com- 
pleted rarely being above the average, 
a hundred-barrel well being an excep- 
tion. In the Ohio fields the results 
were more satisfactory, many wells of 
large capacity having been completed, 
although the average is small by 
reason of an increase in the number 
of failures, due to efforts to discover 
new pools or extensions to the older 
fields. The effect of the March report 
has been depressing on speculative val- 
ues, although the report as a whole 
cannot be regarded as especially favor- 
able to bear interest. It shows, how- 
ever, that the hopes of finding new 
pools of importance or prolific exten- 
sions to previously defined fields were 
not well founded, and this should be 
regarded as a factor favorable to higher 
prices. On the other hand, the large 
amount of new work under way is 
regarded as a menace which may at 
any time develop new sources of pro- 
duction to alter the relation between 
runs and deliveries. 

In the Pennsylvania fields 355 wells 
were completed during the month of 
March, which is an increase of 125. The 
production of these wells at the close 
of the month was 6,130 barrels, show- 
ing an increase in new production of 
2,110 barrels. The unpleasant feature 
of the report was the increase in the 
percentage of dry holes, eighty-eizht 
being reported in March, against fifty- 
eight in February. The average pro- 
duction of the March wells was u trifle 
over seventecn and one-quarter barrels. 
At the close of the month there were 
469 wells drilling, which is an increase 
of five. The number of rigs in course 
of construction was 377, being an in- 
crease of two, and making the total 
increase of new development work 
under way seven wells. This is a 
much smaller increase than was ex- 
pected, but is due to the small average 
production of the wells completed and 
the large percentage of dry holes. 

In the Ohio fields 247 wells were 
completed, which is an inerease of 
eighty. The total production of these 
wells at the close of the month was 
5,376 Larrels, being an increase of 
1,598 barrels; but owing to the increase 
in the percentage of dry holes the aver- 
age production of the March wells was 


only twenty-cne and _ three-quarters 
barrels. The number of failures re- 
ported in March was thirty-eight, 
against nineteen in February. The 


number of rigs in course of erection 
was 207, making the total amount of 
new work under way 420 wells, which 
is an increase of eighty-four. This 
large increase in new work gives 
promise of even a greater harvest of 
wells during the current month, and a 
large increase in production is louked 
for by the producers. 

In the Indiana fields eighty-one wells 
were completed during March, of 
which thirteen proved to be dry. This 
also shows the result of indiscriminate 
drilling in the hope of finding new 
pools. The production of these wells at 
the close of the month was 2,554 bar- 
rels, which is an increase of 1,141 har- 

els. The average production of the 
March wells was thirty-one and one- 





half barrels, or but little more than 
that of the February wells. The num- 
ber of wells drilling at the end of the 
month was sixty-two, which shows an 
increase of ten. The number of rigs 
in course of erection was seventy-three,

The 
action of the Trust receiver in applying 
to Judge Lacombe proves conclusively 
the relations existing between Mr. 
Quinn and the Trust, which were re- 
cently denied by the former in the suits 
above referred to. 

The counsel for the Whisky Trust re- 
ceiver filed in the U. 8S. Court last Mon- 
day a petition for the annullment of the 
cattle-feeding contract made with Nel- 
son Moris by the company. The peti- 
tion states that President Greenhut 
was a sharer in the profits made by the 
Nelson Morris contract to the extent of 
one-seventh, and that he called the 
meeting at which the contract was let, 
and favored it in every possible way. 
It is further charged that this con- 
tract was a losing one for the company, 
and was made without precedent, inas- 
much as it was for longer than one year 
made no distinction as to terms, 
corn was high or low. It is 
set forth that Morris has 
suit to recover alleged dam- 
$550,000 for a breach of con- 
the company,which suit is now 
pending and undetermined.

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_ West Virginia may possibly present 
some new fields, but there is a great 
deal of uncertainty about that terri- 
tory, besides it involves more money to 
operate than the average wildcatter 
cares to invest. 

The Milltown field is a disappoint- 
ment in more ways than one. The 
average of the wells is small and the 
decline in production increases as the 
salt water decreases in volume. This 
is just the reverse of what was ex- 
pected four months ago. 

Wetzel and Marshall counties are 
just now attracting some attention, 
and while the investors in territory in 
those two counties are hopeful, they 
are by no means enthusiastic. The 
same can be said of- the Whitestown 
development in Butler County. 

A 10 or 15-bbl. well is no longer re- 


garded as a worthless investment, and 


the operator who can find a block of 
territory that will produce wells of that 
size and is not too expensive to oper- 
ate will find plenty of buyers to take 
it at a fair price and pay him a 
bonus on his leases. 

Oil operators were never more in 
earnest in their efforts to discover new 
oil fields, and there has never been a 
time when they met with so many de- 
feats as within the past twelve months. 
Wildcatting has been very active in the 
Southwest and on several occasions the 
outlook was rather encouraging, but 
new developments have been confined 
to small pools that have waned and 
died with alarming rapidity and their 
only purpose, seemingly, was to cause 
an outlay of large sums of money. 
The appreciation in values has worked 
wonders in estimating the worth of 
production. 

There is every indication that the 
coming Summer will be the most 
notable for active operations in the 
West Virginia oil fields since develop- 
ments began in that State. There is 
every reason for thinking there will be 
a number of wells put down in the vi- 
cinity of Parkersburg during the next 
three or four months. All of the upper 
half of Wood County is now being de- 
veloped. A number of good wells have 
been completed within five miles of 
Parkersburg. The Waverly and Vol- 
cano fields in Wood County are full of 
oil men, and some good prices have 
been paid for leases. 


The latest and must sensutional 
strike in oil is located in Fayeite 
County. The well is located on the 


Hoover farm, a mile and a half north 
of Masontown and about ten miles east 
of the development north of Mt. Morris, 
in Greene County. The well is owned 
by the Forest Oil Company, and at 
four feet in the 100-foot it filled up SVU 
feet and is showing for an eight or 
ten-barrel producer. The sand is of a 
fairly good quality and may show more 
vil when drilled deeper. The oil is forty- 
three gravity and resembles the Mill- 
town product. Some three years ago a 
test well was drilled a mile north and 
east of the Hoover test and found a 
show of oil in the same formation.

The Vanillia Crystals Libel Case. 
New York, April 5, 18V5. 
Editor Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter. 

In your last Monday’s issue of the 
Reporter we find a notice among your 
trade items in reference to our libel 
suit against Messrs. Fritsche Bros., but 
it does not definitely state the true as- 
pect of the case, which is as follows: 
In December last we put on the market 
a new production entitled vanilla crys- 
tals, which possess the identical flavor- 
ing properties of Mexican vanilla bean, 
divested of its fibrous taste and smell, 
which claim can be readily substan- 
tiated by the merest tyro, by simply 
making an extract and putting it into 
syrup or other goods. In connection 
with this Messrs. Fritsche Bros. issued 
several circulars which were widely cir- 
culated among the trade, in which they 
asserted that vanilla crystals were 
simply a compound of vanillin, cou- 
marin and benzoic acid, which would 
bear no more resemblance to vanilla 
crystals than tonca bears to vanilla. 
We did not wish to stir up any strife 
in the trade, nor was it our intention to 
use any uncommercial methods to in- 
troduce our goods, but the attack upon 
our goods is practically a direct impu- 
tation upon our reputation, and we are 
merely assuming the defensive, asking 
but “fair play and no favor,” which we 
trust both yourself and the trade at 
large will accord us.

Opening of Free Alcohol Test Case. 


Washington, April 5, 1896. 

The testimony taken by the Depart- 
ment of Justice in the test case of 
Sharp & Dohme of Baltimore, claim- 
ants for a refund of tax paid on free 
alcohol, which has been ordered to be 
printed by the Court of Claims, will 
prove highly interesting reading to the 
trade, as indicating the line of the Gov- 
ernment’s defence of these cases, and 
the direction the cress-examination and 
investigation will take in order to re- 
duce the claims to the lowest possible 
amount. 

In the examination of Louis Dohme, 
the president of the corporation, who 
was permitted to testify as to the char- 
acter of the chemical and pharmaceu- 
tical preparations manufactured by his 
firm, and as to the formal steps taken 
in the effort to secure a repayment 
from the Treasury of the tax on the ai- 
cohol consumed, Mr. Dohme described 
the use of the alcohol, and furnished a 
list of the extracts, tinctures and other 
preparations manufactured. He was 
sharply questioned as to the medicinal 
character of these preparations, and de- 
clared that none of thein was ever used 
as a beverage. He was then taken in 
hand by Assistant Attorney C. C. Bin- 
ney, acting as Assistant Attorney-Gen- 
eral Dodge’s lieutenang in the conduct 
of these cases. Mr. Binney asked if, 
the alcohol used in making these prepa- 
rations remained as a component part 
in all of them. 

“Not in all of them,” replied Mr. 
Dohme. “In many of them the alco- 
hol is used either as strong alcohol or 
as a mixture of alcohol, water and 
glycerine, to extract the medicinal in- 
gredients of the drugs of which the 
preparations are made. The final fin- 
ished preparation of a fluid extract, for 
instance, represents pound for pound 
of the drug, and sufficient alcohol re- 
mains in there to make up the liquid 
measure. Some of the alcohol is recov- 
ered from the dregs and mixed with 
fresh alcohol. In tinctures the alcohol 
remains entirely, and in elixirs also the 
alcohol remains and likewise in other 
preparations, including spirits, for in- 
stance.”

In reply to a series of questions as to 
tke proportions which alcohol prepara- 
tions bore to the entire business of the 
firm, Mr. Dehme replied that he had in- 
sufficient data to answer fully. 

“Is all the alcohol which you state is 
used in making these preparations 
eventually used up in such manufac- 
tures?” asked Mr. Binney. ‘‘Yes, sir;’’ 
replied Mr. Dohme, “in the same line 
of medicinal preparations.” 

Mr. Alfred R. L. Dohme, the analyti- 
cal chemist of the firm, was then 
sworn, and testified at length as to its 
operations. He was sharply ques- 
tioned as to the percentage of the loss 
of alcohol by evaporation, the Govern- 
ment evidently desiring to show that a 
considerable quantity was thus lost. 
The witness could not give this in- 
formation, but testified as to the use 
of the alcohol, and, in detail, as to the 
records kept by his firm to trace every 
package from the time it was pur- 
chased until consumed in the manufac- 
ture of compounds. On cross-examina- 
tion the Government undertook to 
show that the witness’ knowledge of 
the amount of alcohol used in making 
the various preparations depended 
upon reports from subordinates and 
other officers, but Mr. Dohme would not 
subscribe to that statement, and de- 
clared that he knew of his own infor- 
mation and from an extended experi- 
ence how much alcohol entered into the 
several compounds, whereupon Mr. 
Binney suggested that the witness’ in- 
formation was probably as to the 
amount which would naturally be used 
in making the products rather than the 
amount actually used, intimating that 
the alcohol might not have been so 
employed. To this the witness replied 
that he had the formulas in his posses- 
sion and had no reason to believe that 
the formulas did not correspond there- 
to.

charge of the laboratories of the firm, 
was then sworn, and testified regard- 
ing the use of the alcohol. He said that 
the alcohol, represented by the stamps 
filed with the claimant, was used up 
entirely in the manufacture of medici- 
nal preparations. In reply to the ques- 
tion as to the percentage of by 
evaporation upon the alcohol  pur- 
chased, he said that the greatest loss 
he had ever noticed in measuring the 
gauged barrel containing 46 wine gal- 
lons, was a quart, though it was gen- 
erally less, and frequently the entire 
amount was found to be present, 

Mr. Binney evidently regarded Mr. C. 
L. Dohme as the leading witness in the 
case, and in his cross-examination de- 
veloped a line, which will probably be 
pursued in every case hereafter, to de- 
termine the exact knowledge of the 
claimant as to the use of alcohol in the 
preparation of medicinal compounds. 
This examination, in view of its impor- 
tance to the issue is here given in full, 
for the information of the trade: 

Q. Did you remove these 
from the barrels yourself? A. Not with 
my own hands, but they are removed 
by workmen employed in my room. 

Q. Did you see all of them removed?

Q. Were none of the barrels open

A. Yes, sir; the last barrel was 
used up March 6, 1895. 

Q. You mean that the last barrel 
was opened, do you not? A. Yes, ane 
entirely consumed as alcohol turned 
into medicine. 

Q. You have stated that it is usual 
to measure the contents of about one 


barrel in each lot as received. How 
many barrels are there usually in a 
lot? A. Usually five. 


Q. What is the average, by percen- 
tage or otherwise, of the difference be- 
tween the contents of a barrel as in- 
dicated by the figure on the 
and the quantity which you actually 
used in the manufacture of your prep- 
arations? A. The average loss varies 
from nothing to 55-10U of a per cent. 


Q. Can you state one figure as an 
average? A. Ihave never met with but 
one barrel that ran in loss as much 


as 55-100 of a per cent. In the majority 
I have examined, the loss is much less, 


but I cannot give the average in one 
figure. 

Q. Would you say that 45-100 of a 
per cent. was a fair average? A. I 


could not say that because the majority 
of barrels I have measured measure 
nearer the gauge mark than that. 


Q. What is the nearest figure that 
you are willing to swear to? A. One 


quarter of one per cent. 

Q. The average does not exceed that 
amount? A. No, sir. 

Q. Then are you willing to swear 
that between Aug. ZS, 1S04, and March 
G, 1895, the Sharp and Dohme 
pany used in the manufacture of ex- 
proof gallons of alcohol, less one quar- 
ter of one per cent.? A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Was all the alcohol which was 
used during the period referred to from 
Aug. 28, 1894, to March 6, 1895, used 
under your observation? <A. Yes, sir.

On the Determination of Morphine in 
Opium,* 


By Lyman F. Kebler, M. §S., Ph. C. 

As is very well known, the morphine 
obtained by the oflicial process con- 
tains an appreciable quantity of im- 
purity. This impurity is supposed to 
consist principally of calcium meconate. 
In order to prove or disprove this sup- 
position, a quantity of the crude mor- 
incinerated in a 


phine was carefully 
platinum crucible, and the ash ex- 
amined quantitatively. It was found 


that more than one-fourth of the resi- 
consisted of salts of potassium 
and sodium. On this analysis the per 
cent. of pure morphine was based. 1Nne 
per cent. of pure morphine was alse 
established by titration with a volumet- 
ric acid solution, the lime water meth- 
od, and the absolute alcohol method. 
The relative etliciency of the metnods 
is as given in the above order. 

Series of experiments were at once 
undertaken to determine whether the 
per cent. of impurity contained in tae 
crude morphine was in excess of the 
cent. of the morphine last in 
assay. One hundred grams of 
opium were extracted in the assay 
method, and nine assays made. The 
time allowed the morphine for precipi- 
tation varied from 3 to 36 hours. In 
the portion of aqueous extract remain- 
amount of substance precipli- 
tated by alcohol alone was estimated. 

The per cent. of pure morphine was 
estimated in each case by the ash 
method, titration with a volumetric 
acid solution, and the lime water 
method. As a final per cent. of pure 
morphine, the averages of all the per- 
centages obtained, excepting the three 
hour, was taken as representing the 
per cent, of pure morphine contained 
in the crude morphine.

Consular Invoices, 

Acting Secretary Curtis has made an 
important decision as to the place 
where consular invoices shall be pro- 
cured when goods are bargained for 
in one place, but manufactured in an- 
other. In a letter to the Collector of 
the Port of New York, Mr. Curtis sets 
forth the facts as follows: 

“IT have your inquiry as to the place 
of purchase of goods intended for ship- 
ment to the United States, in cases 
where the bargain is made in Ham- 
burg, but the merchandise is at that 
time in another consular district. 

“This question arises under the pro- 
visions in section 3 of the act of June 
10, 1890, which provides that ‘invoices 
shall, at or before the shipment of the 
merchandise, be produced to the Con- 


sul, Vice-Consul or commercial agent 
of the United States of the con- 
sular district in which the mer- 
chandise was manufactured or pur- 
chased, as the case may be, tor 
export to the United States, and 
shall have indorsed thereon, when so 


produced, a declaration signed by the 
purchaser, manufacturer, Owner or 
agent, setting forth that the invoice is 
in all respects correct and true, and 
was made at the place from which the 
merchandise is to be exported from the 
United States.’ 

“The Department is of the opinion 
that tne pla_e of purchase contemplated 
by said section of law Is the place at 
which the bargain between the pur- 
chaser and the seller is consummated, 
irrespective of the absence of the goods 
from such place; that is, if the Amer- 
ican merchant orders goods from a cor- 
respondent in Hamburg with the agree- 
ment or understanding that they are 
to be paid for in Hamburg, and that 
the invoice shall be dated at Hamburg 
and shipped from that port to the 
United States, although the goods may 
be procured by the seller in another 
consular district, Hamburg would Le

Crystal Carbonate. 

J. L. & D. S. Riker, against the action 
ofthe Collector of Customs at New 
York as to the rate and amount of 
duties properly colleciible on certain 
merchandise, imported Jan. 22, 1805. 
Opinion by General Appraiser Lunt. 

We find that Messrs J. L. & D. 5S. 
Riker imported into the Port of New 
York certain so-called ‘‘crystal carbon- 
ate,” upon which duty was assessed at 
one-fourth of one cent per pound, the 
rate provided for soda ash, in para- 
graph 67, act of 18Jv4. The importers 
claim it to be dutiable at one-eighth of 
one cent per pound, as sal soda, pro- 
vided for in paragraph 67. 

(2) That there is a chemical salt 
sometimes called soda crystal and 
washing soda, which is known commer- 
cially as sal soda, and another com- 
mercially known as soda ash. 

(3) That the substance under consid- 
eration is not commercially known by 
either of those designations, but is 
designated as crystal carbonate, and is 
an alkaline chemical salt. That while 
the chemical composition of crystal 
carbonate is the same as that of sal 
soda, its chemical constitution differs. 
A comparative statement of an analysis 
of sal soda, crystal carbonate and soda 
ash approximately indicates the differ- 
ences:

History of the Coal Tar Industry.* 

After briefly reviewing the develop- 
ment of the coal-tar industry abroad, 
the author stated that in the years 1880 
to 1883 no fewer than nine plants for 
the manufacture of coal-tar dyes were 
established in the United States, and 
their prospects continued very bright 
until the pasage of the tariff act of 
18X00, which reduced the net protection 
on aniline dyes to nominally 15 per 
cent., which was soon completely neu- 
tralized by various circumstances. As 
a result, five of the factories closed 
within one year, leaving only those 
that were sufficiently large to main- 
tain the struggle in the hope that a 
better condition of things would be 
brought about at a later date through 
more rational legislation. 

The author stated the following 
the main causes for the non-develop- 
ment of the coal-tar industry in the 
United States: High wages, greater 
first of plant and higher annual 
outlay for wear and tear; higher cost 
of coal-tar preparations; high tax on 
alcohol for industrial purposes. Thus 
labor costs 100 per cent. more here 
than it does in Europe. The original 
plant costs 50 per cent. more, and the

Petroleum Fields Report, 


From the monthly report of field op- 
erations compiled by the scouts of the 
Oil City Derrick we make the following 


extracts: Butler and Armstrong fin- 
ished 1 more weils in March than in 
February, but the new production is 


only 1U0 barrels greater. The old wells 
have shown a heavy decline and the 
new pools of Brownsdale, Cooperstown, 
ete., are hardly holding their produc- 
tuon even. There is_ stiil some very 
promising territory in sight, and pros- 
pects are excellent for a_ very lively 


campaign. ‘lhe summary of work 
under way shows a small decline from 
last month. 


Venango and Clarion is preparing for 
a vast amount of business in the drill- 
ing line, and there will be few nooks 
and corners of the various pools within 
her borders that will not be thoroughly 
explored. The list of completed wells 
jumped from 28 in February to 70 in 
March, and during the same interval 
the rigs and drilling wells under way 
increased from 114 to 146. To the ex- 
treme northeast of Clarion develop- 
ments, in the southern part of Jeffer- 
son County, the Oil City Fuel Supply 
Company has a well in the sand that 
was drilledfor gas and which is 
showing every indication of an oiler. 
Another Cogley run oil field would not

and Ritchie counties, W. Va., five wells 
completed, two dry, production 71 bar- 
rels. 

In Southeastern Ohio thirteen wells 
were completed in the Corning field, 
two of the number were dry, while the 
new production was 270 barrels; Macks- 
burg completed six wells, three of them 
dry, and the new production was SO 
barrels; in the district near Marietta 
six wells were likewise completed and 
in the new Berea grit field, near Steu- 
benville, a like number. There was one 
dry well discovered in the Steubenville 


field during March and the new pro- 
duction was rated at 185 barrels. 

A very similar condition of affairs 
prevails in the fuel oil field of the 
Nortawest of Ohio to that in the illu- 
minating oil fields of the East. Produc- 
ers were never more active and the 
amount of drilling is in excess of any- 
thing previously recorded. A number 
of sections in both Indiana and Ohio 


continue to hold out good inducements, 
and operators are straining every nerve 
in the effort to discover new pvols. An 
advance» in the price of the crude prod- 
uct and the increasing demand have 
stimulated producers to use every 
means to increase the daily yield of 
these fields.

The Albion, Fla., Phosphate District. 
Washington, April 5, 1805. 

The United States Geological Survey 
has just received an interesting report 
on the phosphate district of Albion. 
Fla., prepared by Prof. E. T. Cox, to be 
read at the meeting of the American 
Institute of Mining Engineers, now be- 
ing held at Tampa, Fla. 

“This district,” says Prof. Cox, 
“embraces a territory about four miles 
wide and six miles long, situated in 
Levy county, Fla. The physical fea- 
tures of the district present a series of 
white and whitish gray sandhills and 
ridges rising about 130 feet above the 
water. The sand lies in a loose body, 
like that seen in the ocean beaches. 
Beneath the sand are found the phos- 
phate deposits which are partially ex- 


| posed in places, but for the most part 


lie buried to the depth of 15 feet and 
more. 

“In this district the phosphate is des- 
ignated as ‘hard rock’ or boulder phos- 
phate and gravel phosphate. The 
boulders range from lumps as large as 
a man’s head up to fifty tons and more 
in weight. When cleaned it analyzes 
from 75 to 85 per cent. of tricalcium 
phosphate, with a maximum of 2.5 to 
3 per cent. of phosphate of iron and 
alumina. The thickness of the deposit 
runs from 7 feet to 30 feet and more; 
there are but few places where mining 
has gone to the bottom. 

“The water, which is reached at a 
depth of from 10 to 20 feet in the phos- 
phate, formerly put a stop to mining. 
Large pumps were tried, but they 
could make no impression on the inflow 
of water. It was said to be like try- 
ing to pump out the ocean, On this ac- 
count it was that for a time after min- 
ing down to that level work would have 
to be abandoned. Fortunately it was 
concluded to try mining with a steam 
dredge, and accordingly a dredge boat 
was made and launched into the pool 
of mine water. Contrary to all predic- 
tions of failure,it proved to be a decided 


success, and solved the problem of 
mining the phosphate beneath the 
water. The importance of being able 


| to mine with a steam scoop dredge can 
when it is re- 
membered that fully two-thirds of the 
mineral lies below the level of the 
water. It is a difficult thing to mine 
phosphate with pick and shovel at a 
cost of $2,50 a ton, where the condi- 
tions are most favorable. It will, in 
; my opinion, cost over $3. With a good 
| dredge the cost will rarely exceed $1 a 
ton.” 
Prof. Cox gives a brief resume of 
the commercial development of the 
phosphate beds of Florida. The Camp

Potash in Fertilizers, 

Washington April 5, 1805. 
The Department of Agriculture has 
prepared a bulletin giving a new 
method of determining the potash in 
fertilizers, which is said to be simpler 
and more accurate than any hereto- 
fore employed. The essential features 
of this method are precipitation of the 
alkaline earth by barium oxalate in an 
acid solution and subsequently of iron 
and alumina by the addition of a slight 
excess of ammonia. The following di-

material is mixed with 500 cc. of water 


and an amount of a solution of oxalate 
of barium in hydrochloric acid (5 ce. 
of acid of 1.19 sp. gr. to each 7 gm. of 
oxalate) corresponding to 15 gm. of oxa- 
late of barium. The solution is then 
boiled vigorously for 20 minutes, hy- 
drogen peroxid added to oxidize the fer- 
rous oxid, and finally a slight excess of 
ammonia added. It is cooled, made up 
to a definite volume (1 liter?), and fil- 


tered. An aliquot part is evaporated, 
the residue ignited, taken up in hot 
water, filtered if necessary, and 1 to 


2 drops of hydrochloric acid and the 
necessary amount of platinum chlorid 
added. In some cases the ignited resi- 
due may be at once dissolved in hydro- 
chlorie acid and treated with platinum 
chlor’d. 

“With kainit the proportione ueed are 
10 gm. of the pulverized salt and an 
amount of the reagent corresponding to 
10 gm. of oxalate of barium.

“The reactions which take place in 
this method are thus explained: The hy- 
drochlorie acid decomposes the oxalate 
of barium, forming barium chlorid and 
free oxalic acid. The barium chlorid 
precipitates the sulphuric acid present 
and all the bases pass into solution as 
chlorids. The precipitation of sulphuric 
acid taking place in an acid solution is 
free from potash. Only enough of the 
barium chlorid to precipitate the sul- 
acid is decomposed. At the 
same time there is just enough oxalic 
acid present to combine with bases 
previously united with sulphuric acid 
and with the barium of the unused bar- 
ium chlorid. When ammonia is added to 
a distinctly alkaline reaction all chlorin 
combines with ammonia and the alka- 
line earths are precipitated as oxalates, 
the iron and alumina as hydroxids. The 
chlorids of alkalies remain in solution. 
In the presence of an excess of am- 
monia the solution may contain small 
amounts of the oxalates of barium and 
magnesia, but these are removed when 
the solution is subsequently evaporated 
to dryness, ignited, taken up in water 
and filtered.” 

The Department also publishes a 
formula for determining both water sol- 
uble and citrate soluble phosphoric acid 
in the same sample of superphosphates, 
as follows: 

“Of superphosphates containing over 
18 per cent. of phosphoric acid and of 
precipitated phosphates 1 gm. is taken 
analysis, of ordinary superphos- 
phates 2 gm., and’ of mixed fertilizers 
4 gm. The material is treated as de- 
scribed above, care being taken to pre- 
vent precipitation of gypsum on the 
filter when examining superphosphates. 
The residue on the filter is washed un- 
til the filtrate amounts to at least 200 
ce. The filter, with its contents, is then 
brought into a 250 cc. flask containing 
100 ce. of Petermann’s alkaline ammo- 
nium citrate, thoroughly shaken, al- 
lowed to stand for 15 hours in the cold, 
and then digested for 1 hour in a water 
bath at 40 degrees C. A few drops of 
hydrochloric acid are added to the 
water solution and the flask filled to the 
mark (250 cc.?). After cooling, the 
fiask containing the citrate solution is 
also filled to the mark. The solution is 
passed through a filter and 50 cc, meas- 


| ured out into a beaker, with a pipette 


for the determination. An equal amount 
of the water solution is measured out in 
the same way. Both beakers are then 
placed in a mechanical stirrer and oo 
ec. of magnesia mixture, drop by drop, 
and 10 cc. of ammonia are added. The 
stirring is continued for 25 minutes. 
When the precipitates have settled the 
solutions are filtered and the precipi- 
tate is washed with 2.5 per cent. am- 
monia until free from chlorids, ignited 
first over a simple burner, then over a 
blast lamp and weighed.”

Lost Uinchona Pioneer Found. 

Most of the cinchona “pioneers,” who 
were connected with the introduction of 
the quinine-yielding plants from South 
America into British India and Java, 
and with the first cultivation experi- 
ments, are now dead. One of the “‘pio- 


neers,” whose death was announced 
long ago was Mr. Charles Ledger, in 
whose honor the variety of cinchona 


calisaya was named, of which the 
plants were first introduced into com- 
merce by Mr, Ledger, then a more or 
less itinerant trader in wool, cinchona 


| bark, and other South American prod- 
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ucts. Mr. Ledger, like most of his 
brethren among the cinchona pioneers, 
had his troubles with the authorities in 
the matter of remuneration for his 
services, but with the establishment, 
upon a firm basis, of the cinchona cul- 


ture of the East, the public interest in | 


the men who had brought the first ship- 
ments of the plants from South Ameri- 
ca died out, and one by one the great- 
er number fell out of sight. Mr. Charles 
Ledger was supposed to have died a 
good many years ago at Tucuman, in 
Argentina, well advanced in years, and 
in none too flourishing circumstances. 
His death is recorded in several text- 
books on cinchona, but when, some 
time ago, inquiries were made in South 
America concerning the year of his de- 
cease, nothing could be ascertained be- 
yond an assertion that he was no longer 
alive. Singularly enough, however, says 
the Chemist and Druggist, we have just 











received a letter from Mr. Ledger, who | 
is still living in New South Wales. Mr. | 
Ledger’s letter was written principally | 
to throw some light upon the identity 
and uses of a certain inga flower which 
is often found mixed with South Ameri- 
can coca leaves, Mr. Ledger incidentally 
refers to his Indian servant Manuel 
Ynera Mamani, to whom he was him- 
self indebted for his knowledge of the 
Ledger cinchona, and who died in con- 
sequence of injuries inflicted upon him | 
by the Bolivian authorities for having | 
betrayed the secret of the origin of the | 
best cinchona bark to a foreigner. 

It was in 1865 that Mr. Ledger re- 
ceived from Mamani the first parcel of 
seed of the cinchona variety which has 
since been called after him. At that | 
time the cinchona plantations in Brit- 
ish India and Java were in their in- | 
fancy, and they did not include any of | 
this special variety of the Calisaya. 


Sotinr £1 
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Mr. Ledger sent the parcel of seed to his 
brother in London, who offered it for 
sale to the British Government. The 
authorities, however, delayed the con- 
clusion of the bargain, and at last Mr. 
Ledger disposed of half the lot to Mr. 
J. W. B. Money, an Anglo-Indian cin- 
chona planter. The remainder Mr. 
Ledger sold to the Dutch Government, 


| who made him a payment on account of 


about £8 10s., and when it turned out 
after a year that over 20,000 of the 
seeds had germinated satisfactorily in 
Java, made up the sum to £50. Mr. 
Ledger expressed his satisfaction, and 
in 1871 wrote from South America of- 
ering to supply more seed on the same 
terms. The Dutch Government ac- 
cepted, but Mr. Ledger failed to send 
any further supplies. In 1875 he never- 
theless petitioned the Dutch Govern- 
ment for a further grant on account of 
the first parcel, and received £100 in 





settlement of his claims. At present 
the Government plantations in Java 
alone contain many millions of Ledgeri- 
ana trees, which furnish the most valu- 
able of all the commercial cinchona 
barks, the average equivalent of sul- 
phate of quinine in the Ledger bark 
from the Java Government plantations 
being 6.50 per cent., that of the Offici- 
nalis bark only 5.12 per cent., while of 
the total crop of about 640,000 Ibs. in 
the Government gardens last year, 565,- 
000 lbs. consisted of Ledgeriana bark. 
The late Mr. J. E. Howard was always 
of opinion that Mr. Ledger had not 
been adequately remunerated for his 
services by the Dutch Government; but 
even if that should be the case (and 
£150 does not seem an excessive remu- 
neration for the seed from which have 
sprung three-fourths of the whole cin- 
chona wealth of Java), it would now 
probably be too late for that gentleman 
to_press his claims with any prospect of 
sutcess.

SATURDAY EVENING, April 6, 1895. 

There has been rather more interest 
manifested by buyers, particularly in 
the animal oils, prices for which are 
hardening under the influence of higher 
prices for raw materials and compet- 
ing products. Linseed oil remains very 
firm and cotton oil is about steady. 
Cocoanut is firmer. The demand for 
the fish oils has been better, probably 
as a result of the improvement in 
leather and ‘the consequent expectation 
of a better demand from the tanners 
as a result of this. There is nothing 
new in the mineral lubricants, but the 
feeling is steady. 

Vegetable Oils. 


LINSEED.—There is apparent a slight 
improvement in the demand, but buy- 
ers, when they come in the market, 
seem to have a fixed purpose to keep 
their purchases within the limit of act- 
ual present necessities, and are careful 
not to overstep the mark. Recent ex- 
perience appears to have demonstrated 
to those nearby out of town crushers 
who, a while ago, were soliciting trade 
at a considerable concession from the 
general quotations, that nothing is to 
be gained and much might be lost by 
persisting in such a course. They have 
accordingly raised their quotation to a 
parity with that of other crushers, and 
to-day we hear of nothing obtainable 
for spot or near future delivery (no 
crusher will sell far ahead) below 56c. 
The seed situation is still very inter- 
esting. We are indebted to Messrs. H. 
H. Crocker & Co. for the following 
figures showing the statistical position 
of foreign seed on April 1:

There was no stock in the hands of 
either importers or speculators at New 
York or Boston on April 1. The prices 
current for seed on April 1, 1. a. t., were 
$1.45 for steamer, and $1.42% by sail 
shipment, against $1.7214 steamer and 
$1.6714 sail shipment at the correspond- 
ing date in 1894. On April 1 La Plata 
seed was quoted at $1.23@1.25, 1. a. t., 
for steamer shipment. 

COTTONSEED.—The market from 
holders’ standpoint is firmer, with the 
tendency to a higher range. Buyers, 
however, are not inclined to accept this 
view of the situation, and continue their 
indifference about buying any supplies in 
excess of their current wants. The break 
in tallow, together with a fluctuating lard 
market, has had more or less influence on 
the demand both for home consumption 
and export. Later, however, with cables 
reporting un advance of $d in the English 
markets, moreinterést was developed, and 
several lots of off yellow and nearly prime 
were taken at 2514@26c. While some of 
the large holders are quoting 29¢ for May 
and June shipments of prime summer 
yellow, there are other holders who are 
willing to shade this, and negotiations are 
now pending for about 6,000 bbls of prime 
yellow and 2,000 bbls of a good grade off 
summer yellow on the basis of 27¢ for the 
former and 26c¢ for the latter for export. 
There is only a moderate inquiry for 
prime crude at the mills, for which 19@20e 
loose is asked, as to location, but buyers 
are not disposed to pay over 18@19c, un- 
less their wants are urgent. There has 
been more demand from Germany for 
white oil, and 1,000 bbls were taken at 30c. 
This was a surprise to the trade, as it was 
sold by a refiner who usually consumes 
the oil in his compound lard. The mills 
are selling their cake and meal at steadily 
hardening prices. The latest sale was 
one of 1,500 tons meal at $14 per short 
ton, f. 0. b. Memphis, which is equal to 
about $18 per long ton delivered at near- 
est seaboard point. It is reported that 
$17 per long ton, f.0.b. New Orleans, has 
been declined for several thousand tons 
for export during the next three months. 
The soap trade in this section, owing to 
the decline in tallow, is not using grades 
needed for soap, but in the West there is 
a better inquiry, though no large transac-

The business doing 
is mainly confined to white oil for export 
at from 29¢ to 30c per gallon f.o.hb., al- 
though Liverpool has suddenly advanced 
9d, and is now quoting off summer yellow 
firm at 18s perewt. Butter oil is still hard 
of sale, and Rotterdam is reported as 
still carrying in stock many thous 
sand barrels of rejected oil. Lard has 
eased off slightly, and tallow shows some 
reaction, but their prices still warrant 
better values for C. S. oil, and while the 
improvement looked for is very slow in 
coming we are none the less confident of 
the ultimate result. Some of the mills 
are making longer runs than usual, and 
the supply of oil is still large but firmly 
held. Owing to the large decrease in the 
use of fertilizers and a backward season it 
is generally believed the coming cotton 
crop will be short. Receipts at this port 
for the week, including through shipments 
for export, are 5,296 bbls*”

Sev- 
eral small sales are reported on the spot 
at 54,@5%c., as to the size of the or- 
der. Shipments on way are held at 
5\4c., but for later shipments from the 
coast, owing to the high price of silver, 
holders are asking 5%c. Sales were 
made early in the week of twenty-five 
tons on dock at 5léc cash. 
COCHIN—There is rather more in- 
quiry both for spot and goods on way, 
with sales reported of fifty tons on way 
at 5%c., now held at 6c. for further 
shipments, also jobbing lots on the spot 
at 644,@6\\c., as to the size of the order. 
OLIVE—The market is a shade firm- 
er all around. For a choice quality 
on the spot they are quoting 57@ 
58e., and for arrival sales have been 
made at 55@56c., as to quality and 
quantity. For jobbing store parcels a 
higher price is demanded. Olive foots 
are selling freely at 514c. from store or 
from vessels on way. For future ship- 
ment the price has advanced abroad, 
and they are now quoting 5\4c., but 
this is above buyers’ views at the mo- 
ment. 
Animal and Fish Oils. 
COD—There has been rather more de- 
mand of late, although buyers have 
confined their attention strictly to the 
supplying of immediate wants. Conse- 
quently the business done has been of 
a jobbing character. The recent pur- 
chases on both home and export ac- 
count have closely absorbed the supply 
of Newfoundland, and as there is com- 
paratively little domestic oil in sight, 
the market is very firm. However, there 
has been no quotable change in prices. 
DEGRAS—For carload lots and less 
there continues to be a fair demand, 
but larger quantities receive no atten- 
tion. The market is firm, but although 
the tendency is said to be upward prices 
remain the same as they were a week 
ago, namely, 1%@2c. for German, 2@ 
2l%4c. for English, 6@6%4c. for French 
and 2@2\4c. for French wool grease. 
LARD—The market presents a very 
firm appearance. The upward tendency 
has stimulated the demand to an ex- 
tent, and on both home and export ac- 
count a somewhat larger volume of 
business than has been noted for sev- 
eral weeks past is reported. However, 
the sales are all of small quantities, 
which are evidently intended to fill im-

ters, but these have long ago died 
away, partly, no doubt, in consequence 
cf the improvements that have been 
effected in the manufacture of saccha- 
rin. The therapeutical objections were 
succecded by fiscal obstacles against 
the employment of saccharin in various 
continental countries, which derive a 
large revenue from excise duty on su- 
gar, and considered that source of in- 
come endangered ty the new comer. 
The most serious trouble, however, 
with which the original patentees have 
had to contend has proceeded from rival 
firms who have contested the validity 
of the saccharin patents. Lawsuits be- 
tween Von Heyden’s Chemical Work 
and Messrs. Fahlberg, List & Co. have 
occupied the German courts for some 
years, and although all legal troubles 
do not yet appear to be at an end in 
that country, it is notorious that sev- 
eral continental factories beside that of 
Fablberg, List & Co. are now freely 
making and selling saccharin, both of 
the “300” and “500” standards, in com- 
petition with the first manufacturers. 
Hitherto, however, none of the rival 
brands have been openly offered in this 
e-cuntry, although there is reason to be- 
lieve that other firms have more than 
once contemplated taking the step upon 
which Messrs. Gilliard, Monnet & Car- 
tier have now ventured. This practi- 
cally involves the question of the va- 
lidity of the English saccharin patent. 
In case the Lyons firm should be al- 
lowed to maintain the position in the 
English market for which they are now 
contending, it is extremely probable 
that the other German saccharin man- 
ufacturers will follow suit, with the 
possibility of serious consequences to 
the commercial position of the article. 
At present, however, neither the Ger- 
man nor the French agents seem to 
anticipate any important alteration in 
the price of saccharin, which has al- 
ready moved downward to a consider- 
able extent since its first introduction 
upon the market, in consequence of the 
unprecedented decline which has taken 
place in the value of sugar. That com- 
modity has fallen to the extent of about 
30 per cent. within the last year, and 
pure saccharin, of which one pound is 
claimed to equal 2SU pounds of suga 
for sweetening purposes, is now offered 
in one hundred-weight lots at 36s. per 
pound.—Chemist and Druggist.

The full significance of the monthly 
field report appears to have become | 
patent to the Western oil men, and on } 
the Oil City Exchange, where the bid- 
ding has been at steadily advancing 
figures; and the views of sellers have 
kept ahead of these, consequently little 
business has resulted. At the close of 
March, as shown by the field report, 
there were a large number of wells 
drilling, a good proportion of which 
were nearing the sand. These were re- 
garded as promising a probable in- 
crease in the production. Those near- 
est the interesting horizon were closely 
watched, but those that have been 
brought in during the week have 
shown no improvement over previous 
ventures, and no indications of a pros- 
pective new pool or important exten- 
sion of the older fields is apparent; 
hence the feeling of firmness has be- 
come intensified day by day, and 
prices have steadily appreciated. It is 
also regarded as certain that the pro- 
portion of dry wells will continue to be 
large, and every indication appears to 
be favorable to those desiring to see 
still higher prices. The daily reports 
of the pipe lines indicate a smaller re- 
duction in stocks during March than 
was expected, although the official re- 
port to be made next Wednesday may 
show, as has been the case before, that 
the daily reports, being frequently in- 
complete, are apt to be misleading.

Refined and Products, 

The movement of refined for export 
has been fully up to the average, though 
the requirements have been almost ex- 
clusively for bulk shipment, only an oc- 
easional sale of barreled oil being re- 
ported. The advance in price has thus 
far had no apparent effect, but it ispos- 
sible that should the price go mucn 
higher its influence would be felt in a 
diminished export demand, The engage- 
ments during the past week reached a 
total of about 200,000 barrels. The 
price of barreled oil was on Wednesday 
advanced to 7.35c. for New York load- 
ing, and to 7.3Uc. for Philadelphia load- 
ing. Bulk oil is firm at 4.85c. here, and 
at 4.80c. at Philadelphia. The principal 
foreign markets are higher. To-day’s 
quotations by cable were: Antwerp, 
174%@17i%f.; Bremen, 6.80m.; London, 
54%@5Kd., and Liverpool, 6s@b 4d.

The manufacture of the oil was sub- 
ject to a tax that was collected by the 
“tuam-phu,’’ who was at the same time 
the farmer of star anise for the prov- 
ince of Langson. The tax varied ac- 
cording to the extent of the operation; 
it was three ligatures for a large distil- 
lation of ten kilograms of fruit and one 
ligature and a half for a distillation 
of three or four kilograms. This tax 
was paid for every distillation and 
authority to distill had to be renewed 
each time. The only existing apparatus 
is of the dimensions suited for one or 
other of these two quantities. 

The oil is the product of a distilla- 
tion conducted as follows: Into a first 
recipient, which is an iron pan about 
seventy-five centimeters in diameter, 
are placed ten kilograms of star anise 
and water, which quantity nearly fills 
it. A second iron pan, pierced with a 
circular opening about twenty-five to 
thirty centimeters in circumference, is 
placed upon the first, bottom upward, 
so as to form a cover. Over the open- 
ing in this pan is placed an earthen 
vessel, having three small orifices in 
the lower part, which allow the access 
of vapor into this vessel. These ori- 
fices are covered on the inside of the

Cultivation of the Star Anise Tree aud 
Preparation of the Oil in Annam. 
The star anise or badfane, called by 

the Annamites ‘“‘bac-giai-qua” or ‘‘quai- 

hoi,” is the fruit of a tall tree that is 
cultivated in the mountainous regions 


covered by an iron pan which performs 
the part of a refrigerant, and into 
which a continuous current of cold 
water is made to pass by means of a 
bamboo pipe from a vat placed near 
the apparatus. The joints of the first 
two iron pans are luted with a mastic, 
that of the earthen vessel with the re- 
frigerant by means of rag bandages. 
The vapor reaching tne earthen vessel 
is condensed when it strikes upon the 
bottom of the pan holding the cold 
water, and falls into a small circular 
trough running round the bottom of 
the vessel, from which it escapes 
through a small pipe. The small pipe 
opens out into a bamboo, which con- 
ducts the products of distillation into 
a closed tinned vessel full of water, 
where the oil rising on the top drives 
out a corresponding quantity of water. 
A distillation last two days, and the 
yield from ten Annamite kilograms of 
star anise is two and a half deciliters of 
oil. The residue of the distillation is 
thrown away. A single manufacturer, 
and there are many, would distill 150 
to 180 Annamite kilograms of oil yearly. 
The oil is inclosed in tinned recipi- 
ents and sold in China, at Lunongcehau. 
Before the French occupation of Hanoi 
and Bacninh, a part of the products 
went by these two places into Tonquin, 
but since then the Chinese dealers have 
remained the masters of the market. 


The natives affirm that it is 
nowhere met with in the mountains in 
the wild state. At the village of Na- 
man, in the Mandarin route, twelve kil- 
ometers from Langson, it has been as- 
certained by inspection that the seed- 
lings and young trees are the objects of 
attention by the Ananmites, who sur- 
round them with bamboos; also that 
the larger trees are planted in a regu- 
lar manner. 

The ‘“qua-hoi,” the trunk of which is 
as straight as that of the poplar, bears 
branches resembling those of the eucal- 
yptus. It is met with everywhere in 
the mountains around Halong, Dong- 
dang, Vanquan ‘and Phovi, which are 
the principal centers of culture and pro- 
duction. The oil is prepared at Lang- 
son, Kilun, Dongdang and Halong, in- 
dustrial centers of manufacture.

Weigh out ten grains of the two sam- | 


nles of red, the sample to be tested and 
the standard sample, and two 100-grain 
lots of a good sample of mineral white; 


mix the two lots of white with the two | 


lots of red, taking care to mix thor- 
oughly; then place the two lots side by 
side on white paper before a window 
and carefully inspect them, noting the 
depth of tint: the heap which has the 
darkest tint is from the red, with the 
strongest coloring or staining power. 
The relative strength can be approxi- 
mately ascertained by taking the dark- 
est tinted heap of the two and adding 
small known quantities of the white to 
it until it has attained the same depth 
of color as the other sample; then the 
strength of staining power of the two 
reds is in the proportion of the quanti- 
ties of white added. Thus, if in one 
mixture there are 100 grains of white 
and in the other 115 grains of white, 
then the red in the latter has 15 per 
cent. more coloring power than the red 
in the other mixture. 

To test the covering power is not so 
easy. One of the simplest and best 


methods jis to take known weights of 
‘ 





precipitate with potassium ferrocyan- 
ide, which would indicate the presence 
of iron. 

Animal Black.—What should be sold 
under this name is a black prepared 
by heating ground bones in a crucible 
or retort, but often the name is given 
to blacks prepared from animal mat- 
ters, such as skins, hoofs, horns, etc., in 
a similar manner. Bones contain a 
large proportion of mineral matter 
chiefly consisting of phosphate and car- 
bonate of calcium, which passes into 
the black, and hence we find that ant- 
mal blacks contain some 75 to 77 per 
cent. of mineral matter. Blacks which 
are sold under the name of animal 
blacks prepared from other sources 
may contain some mineral matter, but 
not to the same extent, nor is the pro- 
portion of phosphate of lime to the car- 
bonate so large. Animal blacks should 
be examined for their tint or shade, 
staining power and covering power by 
the tests given above. To examine them 
for purity, two grammes should be 
weighed into a_ porcelain’ crucible 
whose weight is known and then burnt 
by being placed over a bunsen burner, 
the burning being continued until the 
contents of the crucible have at the 
most a gray tint, and all appearance 
of carbonaceous matter is burnt off. 
are al- 
lowed to cool and then weighed, when 
the proportion of mineral matter is as- 
certained. This should amount to at 
least 75 per cent. It ought to be al- 
most completely soluble in hydrochloric 
acid without a great deal of efferves- 
cence. If a little of the solution be 
taken, neutralized with ammonia, a co- 
pious white precipitate of phosphate of 
lime should be obtained. Dissolve this 
in nitric acid and add a solution of am- 
monium molybdate and boil, when a 
yellow precipitate of ammonium phos- 
pho-molybdate will be obtained. If ant- 
mal black be mixed with lamp or car- 
bon blacks, the proportion of mineral 
matter is materially reduced. Animal 
blacks generally contain some mois- 
ture, which amounts to from 6 to 7 per 
cent. 

Antimony Orange.—This pigment is 
the sulphide of the metal antimony 
and is largely employed for coloring 
india rubber goods. It is a bright or- 
ange powder, rather flocculent in char- 
acter. It should be tested for tint, 
staining power, etc., in the usual way. 
When boiled with strong hydrochloric 
acid it should dissolve completely with 
the evolution of sulphureted hydrogen 
and the formation of a colorless solu- 
tion. On passing a current of sul- 
phureted hydrogen gas through this 
solution an orange precipitate should 
be obtained, which, on being filtered 
should give a colorless filtrate. This fil- 
‘trate should leave no residue‘on evapo- 
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ration nor give precipitates with am- 
monia, ammonium sulphide or ammoni- 


| um carbonate. 


Antimony vermilion has the same 
composition as antimony orange, and 


| answers to the same tests. 


Barytes.—This important white pig- 
ment is the sulphate of bartum, BaSO4, 
It occurs naturally in many parts of 
the world, and this native product 
when ground up forms the pigment 
known as barytes, It varies very much 
in quality, according to the care which 
has been taken in preparing it for the 
painter. Some grades may be of a fine 
white color, and soft in feel, others 
may be of a yellowish tint, or have a 
gritty feel, due to deficient grinding. It 
is important that samples of barytes 
should be examined for color, smooth- 
ness of powder, and covering power, 
which can be done in the manner de- 
scribed under American’ vermilion. 
Blane fixe is a precipitated barium 
sulphate largely used for some _ pur- 
poses. This product is finer in quality 
and of a better white color than the 
natural barytes. It may be tested in 
the same way. Barytes or blanc fixe 
is quite insoluble in all acids, a feature 
which distinguishes this pigment from 
all other white pigments. The pres- 
ence of barytes in any pigment may 
often be detected by this insolubility in 
acids. If a little barytes moistened 
with hydrochloric acid be held on a 
piece of platinum wire in the flame of 
a bunsen burner it will impart a green- 
ish tinge to that flame. 

Brunswick Greens.—These tmportant 
green pigment colors are made In a va- 
riety of shades from a pale yellowish 
green toa dark blue green. Fach man- 
ufacturer has his own recipe for mak- 
ing them and his own pet way of 
manipulating that recipe; the conse- 
quence is that while he may give his 
product the same name as a competitor 
yet a difference will be fornd in the 
shade of the two pigments. Tt is im- 
portant in examining Brunswick green 
to make a careful test of the tint or 
shade, the staining power and covering 
power of the samples to be tested. 
These pigments are mixtures of Prus- 
sien blue, chrome yellow and barytes in 
varying amounts. One sometimes comes 
across other pigments added to them. 
When Rrunswick green is boiled with 
hydrochloric acid it turns blue: this ts 
because the acid takes out the yellow 
constituent and leaves the blue and 
white behind. The acid solution wil) 
have a greenish color, and on cooling 
will deposit crystals of lead chloride. 
Occasionally, also, it will give a white 
precipitate with barium chloride, due to 
the presence of lead sulphate in the 
chrome vellow used in making it. On 
boiling the green with caustic soda, it 
will turn brown, due to the chrome 
yellow being dissolved in the alkali and 
the Prussian blue being decomposed, Tf 
the brown residue he well washed with 
water, then treated with hvdrochlorie 
acid, a white residue of harvtes will be 
left behind, The acid solution will give 
a blue nrecipitate with potassium fer- 
roeyanide. 

Cadmium Yellow.—This pigment is 
very highlv valued by artists, on ac- 
count of its permanency. It is the 
sulphide of the metal cadmium, and 
has the formula CdS. Tt is a bright 
vellow pigment, of a fair degree of 
staining power and body. Tt should be 
examined for tint, staining power and 
covering nower by the tests already 
given. Cadmium yellow is soluble in 
strong hydrochloric acid, with the evo- 
lution of sulphuretted hydrogen and the 
formation of a colorless solution. On 
passing a current of sulphureted hy- 
drogen through the acid solution a yel- 
low precipitate should he obtained, and 
on filtering this off and adding ammo- 
nia, ammonium chloride and ammo- 
nium carbonate to the filtrate, no fur- 
ther precipitates should he got. The 
solution in hydrochloric acid should 
give no precipitate with barium chlo- 
ride. 

Charlton White is a white pigment 
discovered by J. B. Orr and originally 
made at Charlton, in England. It is 
also known ‘as Orr’s white and litho- 
phone. In composition it is a mixture 
of zine sulphide, zinc oxide and barium 
sulphate. It has a good color, great 
staining properties and good covering 
power or body, for all of which sam- 
ples should be tested as previously de- 
scribed. This white may be distin- 
guished by the following tests: On 
treatment with hydrochloric acid it is 
decomposed with evolution of sulphu- 
retted hydrogen, a white insoluble resi- 
due being obtained. On filtering off 
this residue and passing a current of 
sulphuretted hydrogen gas through no 
precipitate is obtained. On adding am- 
monia to the acid solution, no precipi- 
tate is obtained; on adding ammo- 
nium sulphide to this ammoniacal so- 
lution a white precipitate of sulphide 
of zine is obtained. This precipitate is

Cinchona Gathering in Peru, 


The mountains of Peru form the nat- 
ural home of the cinchona tree, which 
is easily distinguishable from surround- 
ing foliage by .ts beautiful leaves and 
magnificent proportions. The _ trees 
themselves frequently attain a height 
of eighty feet, are straight as a lance 
and covered with foliage. The leaves 
are large and of a deep glossy green, re- 
lieved by delicate pink lines. The life 
of a bark hunter is one of constant toil 
and incessant hardship, and his main 
reliance on his long and solitary jour- 
f the bark is the coca 
leaf, which he masticates for the 
strengthening and stimulating qualities 
it possesses. Since the days of the In- 
cas this coca has been in common use 
lcecally, and it is said that among the 
mountains of Golivia and Peru, Indians 
using coca freely when driving pack 
mules over the roughest roads along 
the Sierras outstrip well-mounted

are consumed daily, serving both as 
food end stimulant. The cascarillero, 
constantly using coca, finally loses the 
senses of taste and smell. There are 
many varieties of cinchona, which the 
hunter learns to distinguish through the 
texture and appearance of the bark.
